the pet rock and found it 
interesting. 
While I can offer no 
help as to the origin of 
B e n d e r ’s 
b e a u tifu l 
boulder, I would like to 
clarify the origin of all 
those boulders at Ringing 
Rocks. 
About 180 million years 
ago molten rock from 
deep uithin the earth 
forced its way upward 
along existing cracks in 
the overlying shale beds. 
It cooled and hardened 
before 
it 
reached 
the 
surface. 
As the article stated, 
this rock is igneous and is 
called 
by 
geologists 
diabase. Common names 
for it are trap rock and 
iron stone. 
The 
diabase 
finally 
became exposed through 
millions 
of 
years 
of 
erosion of the overlying 
shale. 
Since 
diabase 
erodes at a slower rate 
than shale—it forms the 
rugged hills that extend 
east and west of Pott- 
stown. 
So 
instead 
of 
being 
deposited on the hills by 


glaciers as the article 
stated, they are the cause 
of 
the 
hills. 
These 
resistant 
rocks 
from 
Spring Mountain, Stone 
Hill, Ringing Hill, Rat­ 
tle s n a k e 
H ill, 
M t. 
Monacacy 
and 
many 
more. 
These rocks underlie a 
more or less continuous 
ridge 
arcing 
across 
s o u th e a s te rn 
P e n n ­ 
sylvania into Gettysburg. 
There they form both Big 
and Little Round Top, 
Cemetary Ridge and the 
curious Devils Den. 
Also 
in 
New 
York, 
d ia b a s e 
form s 
the 
P a lisa d es 
along 
the 
Hudson River. In every 
case diabase forms the 
core of these ridges and 
hills. 
Once the rock is ex­ 
posed to the elements 
cra ck s 
are 
form ed. 
F u rth e r 
w eath erin g 
causes the splitting away 
of scale-like layers of 
rock. 
G radually 
the 
corners 
are 
rounded 
when 
the

agents attack from two 
or more sides.

rounded boulders resting 
on the still solid parent 
rock underneath. Those

French Creek “ granite” 
quarry

could see that the diabase 
extends

over 100 feet. The quarry 
is now idle and filling 
with water. 
I hope this helps to 
clear 
up the common 
falacy 
that 
glaciers 
deposited 
the 
boulders 
found in this area.

FOLLOW — That recent series in this 
column recounting the thrilling ride of the 
“ runawav car” on the Colebrookdale branch 
of the Reading Railroad in 1929, brought 
response from various quarters. William H. 
Reifsnvder Jr., Boyertown insurance agent, 
after telling of his “ enjoyment of the six 
articles,” said there may have been “ one 
slight error.” Reifsnvder, who worked for 
the railroad in Bovertown as a messenger 
boy at age 13, said he Believed Morris Frick 
was a member of the railroad crew, instead 
of George P. Ahner. ” a friend of mine who 
worked at the Pottstown freight station at 
the time (August 22, 1929) told me Mr. Frick 
and not Mr. Ahner was on the crew.” 
Reifsnvder gives a little of his railroad 
history. ‘‘I had just rrrarried (at the time of 
the incident) and was living across the street 
from the Boyertown railroad station." he 
wrote. “ I did not recall the year was 1929.”

Allegedly created by Co n gress to p ro tect the 
A m erican wo rk er o n the jo b. OSHA has tu rn ed in to 
an in du strial-sty le federal gestap o fo ro e. 


“ OSHA can threaten the v ery ex isten ce o f a 
bu sin ess en terp rise.” asserted Rep . Stev en Sy s, R- 
Idaho . “ Sho u ld so me small bu sin ess lack the 
fin an cial mean s to in stitu te the m an y times u n ­ 
n ecessary chan ges dem an ded by OSHA, they 
wo u ld be left with n o altern ativ e bu t to clo se do wn 
an d go o u t o f bu sin ess. 


“ Thu s, these OSHA in sp ecto rs n o w ex ercise life- 
an d-death p o wer o v er bu sin esses they are in ­ 
sp ectin g. Fu rtherm o re, the p ractical effect o f the 
p resen t law is to giv e the in sp ecto r the p o wer to act 
o n the sp o t as p o liceman , ju dge an d ju ry .” 
S y m m s so u ght to hav e OSHA abo lished, bu t 
witho u t su ccess. 
In fact, the Idaho Rep u blican believ es that OSHA 
is clearly u n co n stitu tio n al. “ OSHA v io lates the 5 th 
A m en d m en t,” he asserts, “ which states that n o 
p erso n shall be dep riv ed o f ‘life, liberty an d 
p ro p erty witho u t du e p ro cess o f law.1 
“ Ap p aren tly go v ern men t lawy ers who wo u ld 
hav e to defen d the Occu p atio n al Safety Hazard Act 
do n o t wan t a co u rt co n fro n tatio n o n the co n ­ 
stitu tio n al issu es. They k n o w that they hav e a tiger 
by the tail if these issu es ev er get to co u rt.” 
In this, the y ear o f the Bicen ten n ial, with the 
gro win g war again st b u reau crats lik e OSHA in ­ 
sp ecto rs, it seems that su ch a co n stitu tio n al co n ­ 
fro n tatio n is shap in g u p . 
In S y m m s ’ ho me state o f Idaho , fo r ex amp le, a 
small sheet metal firm, Barlo w, refu sed to allo w 
the en tran ce o f OSHA in sp ecto rs o n the gro u n ds it 
co n stitu tes 
u n lawfu l 
search 
an d 
in v asio n 
o f

In a ru lin g o n Jan . 15 , U.S. District Ju dge J. 
Blaime An derso n u p held Barlo w’s challen ge o n 
co n stitu tio n al gro u n ds an d o rdered 
that a three- 
ju dge p an el be co n v en ed to hear the case. Rep 
Geo rge Han sen , also an Idaho Rep u blican , has 
o rgan ized a legal defen se fu n d to p ay fo r the legal 
battle that co u ld ev en tu ally en d u p in the U S 
Su p rem e Co u rt. 
A similar co n stitu tio n al challen ge to OSHA has 
been filed in Atlan ta, Ga., in v o lv in g the Atlas 
Ro o fin g Co . In this case, the firm p ermitted OSHA 
in sp ecto rs en tran ce to the p lan t, bu t the su it 
charges a v io latio n o f co n stitu tio n al rights o n the 
gro u n ds o f the 5 th Amen dmen t an d den ial o f du e 
p ro cess. 
In the last fiv e y ears OSHA bu reau crats hav e 
sw a rm e d o v er small an d big bu sin esses in the 
n atio n , addin g to the ex p en se o f do in g bu sin ess, 
which has been p assed o n to the co n su mer. 


No w at lo n g last the U.S. Co n stitu tio n is bein g 
bro u ght in to the battle again st tho se bu reau crats 
who believ e they are abo v e the Co n stitu tio n . The 
p en din g o o u rt challen ges again st OSHA hav e the 
p o ten tial fo r lan dmark law in behalf o f in div idu al 
liberty established two cen tu ries ago this y ear.

In telligen ce 
Agen cy an d the Federal Bu reau o f in v estigatio n . 
They ca m e to reclaim the secret do cu men ts, 
which their agen cies had lo an ed to the co m­ 
mittee. Bu t the Co mmittee had so me secrets o f 
its o wn , which the m e m bers did n ’t wan t to fall 
in to CIA o r FBI han ds. So staff mem bers 
carefu lly in sp ected the files befo re retu rn in g the 
secret do cu men ts. 
By o n e co u n t, the staff remo v ed an d shredded 
en o u gh do cu m en ts to fill ten sack s. No t u n til then 
were the secret do cu men ts giv en b ack .

Scho rr,

The Cen tral In telligen ce Agen cy made 
additio n al co p ies an d p assed them aro u n d. Vice 
Presiden t Nelso n Ro ck efeller had access to a 
co p y , fo r ex amp le. An d his so n -in -law, Tho mas 
Mo rgan , hap p en s to be edito r o f the Village 
Vo ice.

Ro ck efeller leak ed the rep o rt to his so n -in -law.

BLUNDER IN A FRICA - Six teen mo n ths 
ago , we rep o rted that Secretary o f State Hen rv 
Kissin ger had established a secret relatio n ship 
with So u th Africa. This p o licy led ev en tu ally to 
u n derco v er co o p eratio n with So u th Africa in 
An go la. 
The tru th has n o w leak ed o u t, cau sin g do u ble 
e m b a r ra s s m e n t fo r the Un ited States. We n o t 
o n ly wo u n d u p o n the lo sin g side bu t were cau ght 
in 
a 
secret 
allian ce 
with 
the 
hated So u th 
African s. 
Qu ite u n derstan dably , the black s n o t o n ly in 
Africa, bu t in America, hav e been an tago n ized 
by Kissin ger’s p o licy . They hav e reacted by 
em b ra cin g the v icto rio u s MPLA, the factio n 
which the So v iets an d Cu ban s su p p o rted in 
An go la. 


In telligen ce so u rces to ld u s 
that 
the k ey 
o rgan izer is Ju lian To rres Rizo , who is ac­ 
credited as the first secretary o f the Cu ban 
missio n at the Un ited Natio n s. 
Bu t o u r so u rces hav e iden tified him as a secret

There are day s when I 
almost wonder if we wou ldn't 
be better off withou t one 
Giv en the complex ity of this 
cou ntry and the trials of this 
fu tu re-shocked age, the job 
adds u p to more than any one 
person can manage 
Certainly that is the recent 
indication 
P residentially 
speaking, we hav e, du ring the 
past few y ears at least, lost 
more grou nd than we hav e 
gained So 1 am occasionally 
tempted with the notion that, 
by electing nobody president 
in 19 76 . we might at least start 
breaking ev en 
Bu t I recov er from su ch 
rev eries by realizing that a 
man with a common tou ch, 
like H arry T ru m an, once 
made the presidency work 
pretty well He had a sav ing 
grace that helped him keep his 
head 
he was immu ne to the 
sedu ctiv e trappings of the 
White Hou se that readily lead 
presidents to lose tou ch with 
reality . 
And, oh. how enticing those 
trappings are. The day -to-day 
life of an American president 
— who combines u nder ou r 
sy stem the positions of both 
prime m inister and chief of 
state — is laden with pagean­ 
try , imperial sy mbols and the 
pomp and circu mstance once 
reserv ed for kings 
E x c e pt 
for 
P r e s id e n t 
Tru man, one wonders if we 
hav e had a leader since World 
War II who cou ld stroll the 
halls of the White Hou se 
withou t hu mming 
Hail to the 
Chief!" 
We hav e so satu rated ou r 
presidents in ceremony that 
they lose tou ch with the peo­ 
ple becau se they are treated 
as differently from ordinary 
people as the qu een bee is 
from the rest of the hiv e 
Consider this 
— As modest and warm a 


man as President Eisenhower 
was so pampered du ring his 
White Hou se y ears that he 
forgot how to driv e. So did 
President Nix on. And Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower actu ally had 
to hav e help in retirem ent the 
first time he tried to dial a 
telephone by himself 
—President Nix on was. of 
cou rse, notoriou s for try ing to 
pu mp ev en more pomposity 
into his role He bu ilt retreats 
on either coast. Until the idea 
was lau ghed ou t of ex istence, 
he tried dressing the White 
Hou se gu ards in pseu do- 
Eu ropean 
u niform s better 
su ited to the choru s of a light 
opera 
And fou r tru m peters, 
with v elv et tapestries hanging 
from their long brass horns, 
sou nded awe-stru ck notes.on 
occasions of state at the 
President's entrance 
— 
P r e s i d e n t 
J oh ns on 
became so infatu ated with his 
own image that he became 
known to the W ashington 
press corps as “the gadget 
man " His gadgets inclu ded 
three telev ision sets on which 
he cou ld monitor his own per­ 
formance on three networks 
at once He ev en had a switch 
in the Ov al Office, which 
wou ld tu rn on discreet little 
lights to properly illu minate 
his 
i m a g e 
f or 
e a c h 
photographe r 
who 
c a me 
throu gh 
Tru m an, howev er, nev er 
lost his common tou ch 
It 
might scandalize some of ou r 
recent presidents, bu t Harry 
Tru man reminds u s of the 
day s when v isiting heads of 
state were greeted at the front 
porch of the White Hou se by 
the President and then taken 
ou t on the back porch — 
withou t benefit of tru m peters 


— to m eet Bess. 
There was some early hope 
that President Ford might be 
similarly immu ne to the trap­ 
pings of the office. Bu t of late 
— de spite 
B etty 
F ord's 
attem pts to hu manize the 
place — we hav e heard from 
him the telltale sign of referr­ 
ing to him self as ‘ You r 
P r e s i d e n t ’ ' 
It 
is t he 
Americanized v ersion of the 
imperial “ we" and few are 
the presidents who can resist 
it. 
Bu t that is the opposite of 
what ou r fou nding fathers had 
in mmd They were painfu lly 
familiar with the arrogance of 
kings. They believ ed that the 
hallmark of ou r gov ernment 
shou ld be simplicity . And, of 
c ou r s e , 
t ha t ' s 
why 
the 
Constitu tion 
bans princely 
titles That's why the fou nders 
of ou r repu blic insisted that 
the first citizen be called 
nothing more elev ating than 
ju st plain Mister President " 
If we can choose ou r nex t 
President wisely — one more 
in the mold of Mr Tru man — 
so mu ch the better Bu t we 
mu st recognize that we make 
it increasingly difficu lt for 
any president to keep his feet 
on the grou nd 
The best place to change 
wou ld be in that ceremonial 
center of the presidency — the 
White 
Hou se 
The White 
Hou se shou ld be made once 
more into a people's hou se 
The fu nctions there need not 
be ex clu siv e, ornate, osten­ 
tatiou s affairs of state 
No wonder the people feel 
alienated from their gov ern­ 
ment when the White Hou se is 
re se rv e d for the u se of 
politicians, 
generals, 
high 
society , friendly indu strialists 


and foreign heads of state 
White Hou se celeb rations 
shou ld c e leb ra te, not the 
president's importance, bu t 
the div erse nation the bu ilding 
represents White Hou se par­ 
ties shou ld ex tend to all 
elements of American life — 
to the elderly , to the y ou ng, to 
enlisted men in ou r armed 
serv ices, to the handicapped, 
and farm ers, laborers, small 
bu siness owners — all those 
whom we seldom recognize 
bu t who make u p the backbone 
of America. 
We mu st alway s be graciou s 
hosts to foreign v isitors, bu t 
the people who own the place 
shou ld also get inv ited there 
It wou ld be good for the 
cou ntry becau se of the sy m ­ 
bolism of making all kinds of 
Americans feel welcome once 
again in their own hou se And 
it wou ld be especially good for 
the president becau se it wou ld 
keep him in mu ch broader 
contact with those he serv es 
And it wou ld, in 19 76 , as we 
celebrate the 200th anniv er­ 
sary of ou r repu diation of 
George III, be a sou rce of 
reassu rance to know that ou r 
newly elected president has 
cu t throu gh the imperial trap­ 
pings at the White Hou se to 
rediscov er America

In any observation such as 
the Bicentennial celebrations. 
It is helpful to ponder the 
broad and powerful sweep 
that religious ideas had on the 
shape and scope of the 
American experiment in 
government. 
John Adams 
was correct — it was at least 
20, even 50 years before 1776 
that the ferment, the energy, 
the stirring was taking place 
in the populace of the 13 
colonies. 
And the fuse was called The 
Great Awakening 
Historians use this term to 
describe the surging, chur­ 
ning. explosive religious con­ 
version experience that swept 
so many Christians — and 
non-Christians — in the early 
1720s Calvinist in doctrine, it 
was nondenominational in im­ 
pact. 
Thousands of nominal 
Christians were caught up in

shattered old forms and 
traditions and opened new 
channels of spiritual growth 
for entire congregations 
By 1740, George Whitefield 
(of British reputation) would 
preach to no less than 30,000 
people on the Boston Com­ 
mon. Reverend Tennet of 
Princeton and Reverend 
Edwards of Yale would 
develop 
sensational 
followings, which instead of 
dying down or burning out, 
gained new charges of energy 
The Great Awakening, said 
Richard Bushnell. became a 
“ psychological 
earthquake 
that reshaped the human 
landscape ” It shook loose the 
old European patterns, the 
Old World structures of socie­ 
ty and prepared the Ameri­ 
can community for its ultimate 
separation from England The 
world, much less the New 
World, would never be the 
same again 
Alexis De Tocqueville, that 
early reporter of the 
American scene, wrote home 
to France saying; 
“ It must never be forgotten 
that religion gave birth to 
Anglo-American society. In 
the U S., religion is. 
therefore, mingled with all 
the habits of the nation and all 
the feelings of patriotism, 
from which it derives a 
peculiar force. " 
Just prior to the Civil War. 
the British historian and 
traveler. Max Berger, noted 
that although America 
appeared to be largely 
a 
primitive country, it had as 
many churches as the British 
Isles, which had been deploy­ 
ing Christianity for a thousand 
years Religious convictions, 
the growth of frontier 
churches, the attraction and 
support of vast evangelistic 
crusades — all mark the fiber 
of our national life But the 
major political and social 
forces are not distinct from 
the spiritual impulse — and

to sue for libel

made it easier for private 
individuals to sue for 
libel — particularly those 
who can be regarded as 
“ public figures.” 
The opinion by Justice 
WTilliam 
H. 
Rehnquist 
also held that the press 
may 
be 
subject 
to 
damages for inaccurate 
reporting 
of 
a 
court 
proceeding, even if it was 
done without malice. 
The decision, to which 
only 
two 
justices 
r e g i s t e r e d 
ma j o r 
dissents, came in the 
case 
of 
Mary 
Alice 
Firestone, 
a , Florida 
socialite. 
Her husband. Russell 
A. Firestone Jr., won a 
divorce from her in 1967 
after 
a 
spicy 
trial 
featuring 
testimony 
about 
extramarital 
escapades by both. She 
originally 
sued 
for 
separate maintenance. 
Later Mrs. Firestone 
won 
a 
$100,000 
libel 
judgment 
from 
Time 
magazine 
in 
Florida 
state courts on a com­ 
plaint that the magazine 
erroneously 
reported 
“ extreme 
cruelty 
and 
adultery” as grounds for 
the divorce. 
The 
Florida 
divorce 
judge noted testimony 
about Mrs. Firestone’s 
alleged 
extramarital 
activities “ which would 
have made Dr. Freud’s 
hair curl,” but awarded 
Russell 
Firestone 
a 
divorce while requiring 
him 
to 
pay 
alimony. 
Under Florida law, an 
adulteress 
cannot 
win 
alimony. 
The court has ruled 
that 
officials 
cannot 
collect 
damages 
from 
newspapers unless they 
can show the statements 
were made with malice 
— that is, that they were 
known to be false or 
made 
with 
reckless 
disregard of the truth. 
This same rule has been 
applied 
to 
“ public 
figures.” 
Last term the court 
pulled back somewhat 
and said the principle 
does 
not 
apply 
when 
publicity 
is 
suddenly 
showered 
on

dividual not previously in 
the limelight. Rehnquist 
expanded this concept in 
the

Mrs. 
Firestone. 
The mere fact that the 
divorce 
case 
was

major public interest did 
not make her a public 
figure for libel purposes, 
Rehnquist said, noting 
she was drawn into a 
public 
forum 
largely 
against her will. 
Rehnquist rejected the 
argument that a report of

deserves 
protection of 
the “ malice” standard.

sufficient safeguards to 
the press.

The panel, headed by 
Dr.

R. 
Corson, 
president 
of Cornell 
University, also called 
for: 


• Medical 
education 
placing greater emphasis 
on family practice and 
reducing 
numbers 
en­ 
tering other specialties. 
• The training of allied 
health personnel to ex­ 
tend 
the 
role of the 
physician. 
• A better distribution 
of the doctor supply—on 
a voluntary basis before 


the federal government 
mandates pools of new 
doctors being sent to 
areas of poor physician 
supply. 
• 
The creation of a 
National Commission on 
Medical 
Education, 
Manpower and Services 
to improve planning. 
The limited access to 
medical care for so many 


millions of Americans is 
occurring at a time the 
supply of doctors per 
100,000 population never 
has been higher. 
But 
practicing 
physicians 
tend to bunch up near 
areas of affluence and 
dense population. 
The panel, sponsored 
by the Josiah Macy Jr. 
Foundation, said in 1974 


the nation had 164 doctors 
per 100,000 population— 
up from 141 in 1950. 


The 
distribution 
leaving 45 million with 
poor access to a doctor 
r a n g e s 
f r om 
an 
estimated 420 doctors per 
100,000 in the nation’s 
capital to 82 per 100,000 in 
Mississippi.

But it isn’t 
because of Bicentennial 
buying, she says. 
“ People have begun to 
understand that there are 
just so many old things 
available and they must

Then, too, people 
are holding on to the old 
things they own. 
“ A pleasant surprise 
for me has been the great 
interest young people are 
now showing in the very 
old things. They want to 
know everything about 
t h e m .

their selections. They are 
buying for pleasure, use 
and

She never encourages

Rulings affect medical deductions 


(Seventh often columns) 
By SYLVIA PORTER 
If you itemize your 
m e d i c a l - e x p e n s e 
deductions on Form 1040 
you may find several IRS 
and court rulings in 1975 
of crucial importance to 
your well-being — and 
this goes beyond your 
pocketbook. To illustrate 
with actual cases: 


* A husband and wife 
went to a nonprofit center 
funded 
by 
several 
religious 
organizations 
for marriage counseling. 
After some months of 
counseling, 
the couple 
felt they were healthy 
and 
enjoyed 
a 
more 
meaningful relationship. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
IRS 
said that the fees they 
paid were not medical 
expenses 
because 
the 
counseling was not for 
the 
prevention 
or 
alleviation of a physical 
or 
mental 
defect 
or 
illness. The counseling’s 
purpose 
was 
to 
help 
improve a marriage — 
which makes the fees a 
non-deductible personal 
expense. 
* Another husband and 
w ife 
underwent 
a 
program of treatment for 


sexual inadequacy and 
incom patibility 
con­ 
ducted by psychiatrists 
at 
a 
hospital. 
The 
psychiatrists 
believed 
there 
was 
a 
greater 
probability of success if 
the patients stayed at a 
hotel near the hospital 
during 
the 
two-week 
period of treatment. The 
couple did this and went 
to 
the 
hospital 
each 
morning 
for the 
con­ 
sultation 
sessions with 
the 
psychiatrists. 
The 
1RS 
ruled 
that 
the 
couple’s cost of meals 
and lodging during the 
treatment period did not 
qualify 
as 
a 
medical 
expense 
because 
the 
meals and lodging at the 
hotel were not part of 
institutional 
medical 
care. 
* A doctor’s daughter 
had 
curvature of the 
spine, 
for 
which 
one 
accepted 
method 
of 
treatment is a regime of 
highly 
vigorous 
exer­ 
cises. 
Because of his 
daughter’s 
long-time 
interest 
in ballet, the 
doctor felt that ballet 
dancing would be her 
most effective exercise 
and 
preferable 
to 
a 


course 
of 
treatment 
through use of a brace. 
He therefore enrolled her 
full time in a ballet school 
and 
deducted 
tuition, 
room and board at the 
school 
as 
a 
medical 
expense. The Tax Court 
disallowed the deduction 
because the doctor failed 
to prove he would not 
have 
incurred 
these 
expenses if his daughter 
were well. She had taken 
ballet 
lessons 
before 
becoming ill and con­ 
tinued the lessons after 
she left the ballet school, 
even though this had no 
connection 
with 
her 
illness. The implication 
was that attending school 
was motivated as much 
by personal as medical 
reasons. 
* A favorable ruling in 
’75 
covered 
blind 
in­ 
dividuals who require the 
services of full-time or 
part-time 
readers 
to 
perform the duties of 
their 
professional 
or 
semi-professional 
em­ 
ployment satisfactorily. 
The IRS said that, in 
cases where a reader’s 
services are required and 
used solely in the blind 
individual’s 
work, 
he 


may properly deduct the 
cost of the reader as a 
business expense, if he 
itemizes his deductions. 
(Medical expenses are 
deductible only to the 
extent they exceed 3 per 
cent of your adjusted 
gross income; there's no 
such limitation on your 
busi ness 
expense 
deductions.) 
* Another favorable 
ruling 
dealt 
with 
a 
paralyzed professor who 
needed 
no 
help 
in 
carrying on personal and 
business activities in his 
hometown 
but 
who 
required help when he 
had to make business 
trips away from home in

The 
IRS 
ruled that, since he spent 
money on such help only 
when away from home in 
connection 
with 
his 
employment, 
he could 
deduct these expenses as 
an 
adjustment

arriving at his adjusted 
gross income, whether or

his 
personal deductions. 
For 
a 
disabled 
at­ 
torney, 
though, 
who 
needed 
help 
with 
his 
prosthesis, 
and 
daily 


a d m i n i s t r a t i o n

medicine 
during 
the 
conduct

affairs, such help con­ 
stituted nursing services

— Women are moving in 
greater 
numbers 
into 
w'hat 
were once con­ 
sidered “ men only” jobs 
and now account for 18 
per cent of America’s 
blue-collar workers, the 
Labor 
Department 
reports. 


“ They 
arc 
working 
practically every type of 
occupation that was once 
the private domain of 
m e n , ” 
says 
Asst. 
Secretary 
of 
Labor 
William H. Kolberg. 
“ Whether it’s subway 
construction, 
bridge 
building, 
boilermaking, 
bulldozing, truck driving 
or running big newspaper 
presses — all tough and 
dirty or dangerous jobs 
— the women are at it.” 


The 
government’s 
figures show that at the 
end of 1975, women held 
about 18 per cent or 5.5 
million of the 28.2 million 
blue-collar jobs. This is 
up from 14.9 per cent in 
1960 when 3.6 million 
women worked in blue- 
collar 
occupations, 
compared 
with 
20.5 
million men. 
While the increase has 
not 
been 
dramatic, 
Kolberg 
says 
laws 
a g a i n s t 
s e x 
discrimination in hiring 
and promotion practices 
are having a positive 
impact. 
He cites figures which 
show a 74 per cent in­

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They don't shoot NBA referees— do they ?

Eighteen years in professional ball and they 
finally got me. 
I was knocked unconscious during a game 
between the Celtics and the Warriors in Oakland 
as I was tossing a jump ball between Charlie 
Johnson of Golden State and Paul Silas of Boston 
(A definite mismatch in height). 
Of course, what happened to me was purely 
accidental but never the less it didn’t lessen the 
pain I was enduring. 
With my arms extended upward, after the toss, 
Johnson kicked his feet very high and one of 
them caught me in the solar plexus. Needless to 
say. I lost all the wind in my lungs and very 
slowly sunk to the floor. However, I did have 
enough air left to blow my whistle in an effort to 
stop play (I wasn’t about to be lying prostrate 
and have these big guys trample me into the 
floor). 
I must have been out for a few seconds and 


Technically speaking 


when I opened my eyes I saw both trainers and 
the Warrior team doctor administering first aid 
to me. 
I also noticed a most unusual silence among 
the 12,500 fans who filled the Oakland Arena. 
Just prior to my accident I had called a jump 
ball which brought these same 12,500 fans down 
on me with a thunderous boo, and assorted ex­ 
pletives. 
The team physician, obviously, lost little time 
in getting to me as he reportedly leaped over the 
scoring table and was at my side before I hit the 
floor. 
This is the same physician that sits behind the 
Warrior team bench and yells at the officials 
throughout the game. 


What happened to me is a first in my career as 
a referee and I am sorry it happened since it 
detracted from the sparkling play of the 
Warriors and the Celtics. The game was so ex­ 
citing that it brought the fans to their feet on 
many occasions, applauding the play of both 
teams. 
The fans, in their concern for me, felt that I 
had suffered a heart attack. Most of them did not 
see the foot kick my chest. As a matter of fact, 
Bob Cousy, the former Celtic great who does 
color commentary for Boston television, told me 
that it took three re-runs in slow motion to detect 
the foot making contact with me. 
Of course, “ Cooz,” with his great sense of 
humor, informed me that he thought I was 
pulling a “ Mendy Rudolph” and was looking for 
a job with CBS (Not a bad thought). Mendy was 
forced into retirement due to an injury last 
season. 
It is amazing that the same fans who boo and 


harass us during a game become quite con­ 
cerned when an unfortunate accident happens to 
incapacitate us. 
When I arose to continue the game I received a 
standing ovation which made me feel better 
since they weren’t yelling, “ Shoot him—they 
shoot horses don’t they?” 
The next evening I attended the Philadelphia- 
Golden State game as a spectator and the con­ 
cern for my wellbeing by the fans overwhelmed 
me. I must have been asked a few dozen times 
how I was feeling and if I had any after effects. 
It is ironic that the accidents of this nature 
occur to veteran referees (I guess we should 
know better and be able to get out of the way a 
little quicker). 
I can only recall three or four other times that 
an official was injured during a jump ball by a 
player’s wayward elbow or knee. 
Rest assured, I will be more careful in the 
future and get out of the way a little faster.

Woodpeckers

LONDON (AP) — Scientific curiosity over why 
woodpeckers don’t get headaches could lead to 
safer helmets for football players and race car 
drivers. 
Four American researchers, writing in the 
British medical magazine The Lancet, note that 
woodpeckers bash their beaks into trees all day 
to find food, make nests, attract the opposite sex, 
communicate with each other and relieve pent- 
up tensions. 
One wonders, they continue, “ why the coun­ 
tryside is not littered with dazed and dying 
woodpeckers.”

They concluded that instead of helmets con­ 
sisting of hard shells separated from the head by 
air spaces in various ways “ it might be fruitful to 
explore the use of a lighter, thicker, form-fitting, 
firm but spongy helmet with a relatively thin and 
hard outer shell to protect against abrasion.”
